(B) Because a personal dictionary is used for the speech processing, 

(i) the problem that correct answers are omitted because they are not yet 
registered in the dictionary disappears. (For example, when a word look— up 
is performed as the speech processing, words such as "perturbation" or 
"nutation" (technical terms from the field of astrology) 5 which do not appear 
in regular word dictionaries, can be answered correctly. 

(ii) Content that the individual user never uses is not stored in the 
dictionary. This reduces the capacity (i.e. costs) of the dictionary and 
increases the processing speed, while avoiding unintended errors. For 
example, when a word look— up is performed as the speech processing, 

and the misspelled word "Smifh" is at the first position with regard to

PURPOSE: To obtain a dictionary exclusive use for each 
user b using an individual pattern dictionary for a 
pattern recognition to an input pattern, applying 
language processing as a post-processing and using a 
personal dictionary for the purpose.
